Even though they are not 
postage stamps, they are 
a leading revenue stamp specialty, based on their eye-appeal, their 
mission and their value—and they are available from the USPS at the 
usps.com store. 

Shown here are: 

e Singles of the Federal Hunting Permit stamp—now a PSA stamp 
rather than with ‘lick & stick’ gum—and the Junior Duck stamp. 

e The single-stamp sheetlet and FDC, same as with previous issues. 

e Shown above, a “Plate Block” in the form of a souvenir sheet 
with the plate numbers in the lower right of a pictorial margin, and not 
attached to the stamp portion of the sheet.
